Almost M months ago, Cones- 
toga College became one of the 
first educational institutions in On- 
tario to adopt an AIDS policy. 

According to Marilyn Fischer, 
chair of the AIDS-HIV policy 
committee, the college named to 
lake a “pro-active” lead in the com- 
munity with regards to reducing 
the spread of die disease. The 
college's drafting of a policy also 
preceded a directive from the Min- 
istry of Colleges and Universities 
for al I institutions to create such a 

Although the policy has not been 
used since its adoption, Fischer 
said she is confident it addresses 
both workplace safety concerns 
and protects human rights. 

The premise of the policy state- 
ment, according to Fischer, is that 
AIDS (HIV infection) is a sig- 
nificant health problem with wide-
